The ratio of as- 
sessed to real value in the 26 
counties is under 20 per cent 
at present. 

Saving for Utilities. 

Because it is expected that 
local taxing bodies will reduce 
the tax rate to avert undue hard- 

on real estate owners, the 
utilities, with no increase in 
assessments on most of their 
property, stand to save up to 
$2,000,000 annually on the an- 
ticipated lower rates in the 
countiés. Actual amount of the 
savings will depend upon size of 
the tax rate rediittions, among 
other things. 


When the public utility offi- 
cials presented to the commis- 
sion the results of a study they 
had made on the ratio of as- 
sessed valuation of real estate 
to its market. value in the coun- 
ties, their primary purpose was 
to show the wide spread be- 
tween these ratios and the as- 
sessment ratio on their own dis- 
tributive property in those coun- 
ties, P. J. Ward of the Frisco 
Railroad said. 

The real estate ratios, fixed 
locally ranged from 12 to 49 per 
cent, while the utility property 
was being assessed by the com- 
mission at 45 to 55 per cent of 
real value. 


The utility representatives 
urged the commission to equal- 
ize tax treatment, without say- 
ing whether it should be done 
by lowering the utility assess- 
ments, or incréasing the others, 
Ward said. He noted, however, 
that the commission made its 
own choice in the matter last 
year when it boosted real prop- 
trty assessments in several 
counties.

OPPOSES CURBS 


Cabinet Level Group 
for Taking Off All 


Intrastate Federal 
Controls on Product. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (UP) 
A Cabinet level committee on 
fuel needs urged today that nat- 
ural gas be freed of all federal 
control “prior to its entry into 
an interstate transmission line.” 
In so doing the. committee 
took issue with a Supreme Court 
ruling of last June. That ruling 
for the first time gave the Fed- 


eral Power Commission author- 
ity to regulate the price of gas 
from the well head to the con- 
sumer in interstate commerce. 

But the fuel committee, cre- 
ated by President Eisenhower 
last July 30, said “we believe 
the Federal Government should 
not control the production, 
gather, processing, or sale of 
natural gas prior to its entry 
into an interstate transmission 
line.” 


Bitter Controversy. 


This issue—whether the Gov- 
ernment has the right to regu- 
late natural gas before it goes 
into interstate commerce — has 
been a subject of bitter contro- 
versy for years. 

In a report issued at the White 
House the fuel committee also: 
1. Urged a limit on foreign 


oil imports. 

2. Recommended further 
study on relief for the dis- 
tressed coal industry which 
has been losing customers to 
competing gas.and oil fuels. 
For the immediate relief of 
the coal industry, however, the 
committee suggested an adjust- 
ment of freight rates. It also 
proposed that the government 
try to get foreign governments 
to reduce unreasonable restric- 
tions against imports of Amer- 
ican-mined coal. 

Mr. Eisenhower created the 
fuel advisory committee to re- 
view the nation’s fuel needs and 
resources. It is headed by de- 
fense mobilizer Arthur S. Flem- 
ming and includes representa- 
tives of seven government de- 
partments. . 

The committee proposed that 
federal regulations of natural 
gas be limited to the interstate 
transmission of fuel.

Although the Bundestag rare- 
ly sits after midnight, the Gov- 
ernment, anxious for quick rati- 
fication, was ready to continue 
the debate into Sunday morning 
if necessary. 

The Bundestag was scheduled 
to take a semifinal vote after 
all sections of the treaties have 
been discussed. Then Adenauer 
and Socialist party chief Erich 
Ollenhauer were to make their 
last bid for support before the 
final ballot.

Two Legislators Reply 
XG tne Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

My first objection to your editorial, 
“They Voted for Secrecy,” is that it 
irresponsibly and incorrectly inter- 
preted the Missouri constitutional 
provision involved. 


It so happens that said constitu- 
‘tfonal provision was interpreted by 
the Supreme Court of Missouri in 
the case of Walters vs. City of St. 
Louis cited in 259 S. W. 2d 377. 


The Supreme Court clearly stated 
‘on Page 384 of the above quoted de- 
cision: 

“This, for the reason that the pro- 

Vision simply does not require the 
recording of the vote of each of the 
members. This Court would be go- 
ing far afield in interpolating into 
‘the provision language that is not 
there and then declaring it manda- 
‘tary. No one can say that construc- 
‘tion placed thereon by the Senate is 
not a literal compliance with its pro- 
vision.“ 

You can, therefore, see that despite 
‘your charge, those persons voting 
against your desires did not flout 
the Constitution nor did they do any- 
thing illegal. I submit that your edi- 
‘torial was completely wrong in say- 
ing that your interpretation was the 
law of Missouri. 
. . „ 

The other impression that one re- 
‘ceives from reading your editorial 
was that we were voting on one rule 
-and one rule alone. The fact is we 
Were voting on over 150 rules when 
we voted on the final adoption. 


«~-I voted in favor of the amendment 
to the rules which requifed each 
tmember’s name to be recorded as to 
show we voted on each matter in com- 
“mittee. But when that matter failed 
the subject had been detefmined by 
he General Assembly. 


On the final vote on the rules we 
“were not considering that question 
alone, but were considering whether 
or hot ye should adopt a set of per- 
anfanenf rules. ;

Toward Fairer Taxes 


The Missouri State Tax Commission's objective 
of lifting the average assessment on real estate 
in the state to about 30 per cent of true value 
within two years is a good one. 


Once this has been accomplished a giant step 
will have been taken toward equalizing asscss- 
ments as between counties. This is the commis- 
sion’s duty under the Missouri Constitution. As- 
sessments mow vary from 15.8 per cent of 
true value in St. Francois county to 49.7 per 
cent in Buchanan county. The average in St. 
Louis county is 18.12 per cent; that in the City 
of St. Louis, 34.68 per cent. 


The Tax Commission seems to have been be- 
latedly galvanized into action not so much by 
the mandate of the Missouri Constitution as by 
the impressive figures of the state's private util- 
ities. 


The utilities stand a good chance of saving 
up to $2,000,000 a year in taxes in this situation. 
But the fact is they have the law clearly on 
their side. Their property is assessed by the 
Tax Commission rather than by county assessors. 
It is valued by the Commission at from 45 to 
55 per cent of true value—and compared to local 
real estate assessments that is way out of line. 


But if the utilities do benefit under this pro- 
posal, the householder who will have to help 
take up the slack may expect that benefit to re- 
veal itself in lower utility rates. 

* — 7 

When and if assessments eventually are equal- 
ized throughout the state it will be possible, 
among other things, to distribute state school 
funds equitably and to assure that the burden 
of state taxes on real estate is borne fairly. In 
the St. Louis area it may be possible to operate 
the Metropolitan Sewer District without undue 
discrimination against St. Louis taxpayers. 


The principal difficulty in this business of 
raising assessments comes at the local level— 
that is, within counties. It resolves itself into a 
matter of timing. If county assessments are 
raised, tax rates of necessity must be lowered at 
the same time. Otherwise taxes themselves—the 
actual cash paid to the county, school district, 
sewer district or other taxing authority—will 
automatically increase. 


This is exactly what is facing St. Louis county. 
The State Commission intends to begin raising 
assessments in the 26 counties enjoying valua- 
tions below 20 per cent. St. Louis county, of 
course, is one of them. 


The Commission will. require St. Louis coun- 
ty to increase its over-all realty valuations 
by some two thirds. That is, the average level 
of assessments in the county will be lifted by 
the State Commission from the present 18.12 
per cent of true value to 30 per cent. 

— * * 


What does this mean to the individual home 
owner? Take the man with a new home worth 
$10,000. Under current practices, that home 
is valued for tax purposes at about $1800. If his 
total tax rate were $4 on the $100 valuation, he 
would pay about $72 a year in taxes. 

If nothing is done to adjust that rate before 
the Tax Commission increases valuations, this is 
how he would fare: His valuation for tax pur- 
poses would rise from $1800 to $3000—66 per 
cent—and his tax would jump to $120. To bring 
it back to the $72-a-year level, the rate would 
have to be lowered from $4 on the $100 to $2.40. 

Since many school districts expect to fix their 
rates as the result of elections in April a good 


deal of midnight oil will have to be burned by 


school boards in figuring a rate based on antici- 
pated higher assessments. 


The same holds true for every other taxing 
body in St. Louis county. So long as they adjust 
their rates to the higher assessments, the change 
will pass unnoticed. Those ignoring this fact 
may expect to hear more than a few angry 
grumbles from taxpayers.

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Strange View of Alaska 

The Defense Department’s contention that 
national security will be best served by keeping 
Alaska a territory for the present is indeed a 
puzzler. It is contradictory to the position of 
the State Department. It runs counter to the 
views authorities have hitherto expressed. 
Neither Defense Secretary Wilson nor Air Force 
Under Secretary Douglas, who stated the po- 
sition, offered any reason in support of it. 


The chairman of the Senate Territories sub- 
committee, Senator Jackson of Washington, is 
therefore quite right in asking the Defense 
Department what reasoning has led it to so 
surprising a conclusion. There are many reasons 
to support the view that admission of Alaska to 
statehood would strengthen national security. 


More people could be expected to cast their 
lot with a new state than with a neglected ter- 
ritory—and underpopulation is one of Alaska’s 
greatest weaknesses. Two Senators and voting 
representation in the House could do far more 
for Alaska than the present single non-voting 
delegate, perhaps striking. off the shipping 
monopoly and extending the inadequate railroad 
system. A larger population, with better trans- 
portation, producing more on farms and in fac- 
tories, could better feed, transport and maintain 
armed forces for Alaska’s—and the Union’s— 
defense. 

What possible considerations of national se- 
curity could argue stronger against Alaskan 
statehood than these reasons argue for it? 
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Good Man in a Grocery Store

And the news must have been a little 
sad for Red Smith who reports that all the way 
along the long drive from New York to Miami 
he did not see a single baseball or softball game 
in park, school-yard or sand-lot. Where is a new 
Roe coming from? Aeschylus says “now fate 
whets the steel on whetstone new and deadlier 
than of old.”

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No Premium for Toll Roads 


One of the subsidiary issues which the Admin- 
istration’s new road program puts before Con- 
gress is what to do about toll roads. The Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri and its parent, the 
American Automobile Association, have protested 
that the best thing for Washington to do about 
toll roads is nothing. 

The President’s special highway commission, 


under Gen. Lucius D. Clay, offered a complicated . 
plan for federal aid to states with toll roads 


taken into the interstate system. The Govern- 
ment would credit to these states up to 40 per 
cent of the cost of such turnpikes built before 
1951, 70 per cent for those built between 1951 
and the present, and 100 per cent for those built 
in the next 10 years. 

' Twenty-three states have built or are planning 
some 8500 miles of toll roads costing eight billion 
dollars or more. The Auto Club estimates that 
the Government would pay nearly five billions 
on these, Whatever the exact figure, the federal 
aid money credited for toll roads would be used 
to build other highways. 

This would be the first time that the Govern- 
ment has invited and encouraged the states to 
build non-free highways, and it would be highly 
unfair to states like Missouri which have no 
toll roads and no immediate need for building 
any. Missouri would be penalized, in effect, be- 
cause it has managed so far to build its roads 
on tax revenues without imposing tolls on 
motorists. 

What is bound to puzzle Congress is President 
Eisenhower's failure to endorse this aspect of 
the Clay report. In his road message, the Presi- 
dent urged federal highway financing based on 
gas and diesel oil revenues “augmented in lim- 
ited instances with tolls.” 

That was his only reference to tolls, and Con- 
gress is free to decide what it means. Congress 
is also free to decide that there is no good rea- 
son to present a premium to toll-road states. Any 
premiums ought to go for good free highways. 
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School Goal for the County 


The Ladue Board of Education and the Ladue 
Parents’ Council are entitled to congratulations 
for voting to end racial segregation in that 
school district with the start of the term next 
September. By integrating both elementary 
schools and the high school at that time, the 
Ladue district will come abreast of the St. Louis 
school system, which is to, take the final step of 
its gradual integration plan in September. 

Is there any reason why every St. Louis 
county district should not do the same? We 
can see none. During this first year since the 
Supreme Court decision outlawing segregation 
in public schools, variations in the response 
have been understandable. Thus Clayton has 
ended segregation altogether, Kirkwood has 
ended it in elementary schools, and Webster 
Groves and Ritenour have not ended it at any 
level. 

That record may have been excusable for 
1954-55 but it will not be excusable in 1955-56. 
Every school district in St. Louis county should 
resolve now to obey the Supreme Court by no 
later than next September. 
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The Name Is Jones 


State Representative A. Clifford Jones of Clay- 
ton has been one of the most energetic and 
useful members in this session of the Legisla- 
ture. He has introduced more than one man's 
share of important bills. He has also managed 
to be on the right if sometimes solitary side of 
several major issues. 

In recent days, for example, Representative 
Jones has been trying to erase some of the un- 
necessary secrecy in state government. He has 
introduced measures for registration of lobby- 
ists, for a public record on votes of House com- 
mittee members, and for admitting the public 
to all legislative sessions. 

At one point Mr. Jones asked his fellow mem- 
bers why they should be afraid to tell the public 
where they stood. Again, he urged the House to 
“remove this secrecy bologna once and for all.” 
But such frank advice lacked appeal to the 
majority. 

The City of St. Louis owes a vote of thanks 
to this St. Louis county Republican. He intro- 
duced the bill to give the city home rule over 
state offices, which the city pays for but does 
not control. * 8 

Some of the other legislation sponsored by 
Representative Jones would provide stronger 
state regulation of nursing homes, advance the 
primary date from the dog-days of August to 
June, permit indeterminate sentences as pro- 
posed by the Governor’s prison survey commit - 
tee, begin a thorough survey' f the parole sys- 
tem and establish a state civil rights commission. 

It is too early to say what may Lecome of all 
the Jones bills, but the important thing is that 
he has made the legislators consider issues 
which many of them would just as soon bury 
quietly. This is a public service in itself. St. 
Louis county can be proud of its Representative 
Jones, but city and state are indebted to him. 
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Cease and Desist, Sometime 

The Federal Trade Commission, which issues 
cease-and-desist orders against false advertising, 
has been urged to drop its case against the 
makers of Philip Morris cigarettes. It seems 
that Philip Morris finally desisted from. adver- 
tising which the FTC long ago told it to cease 
and desist from, so a commission examiner says 
there is no point to further hearings. 

This case began in 1942, when the FTC 
questioned Philip Morris’s claim that its ciga- 
rettes were less irritating than other brands. 
The cease-and-desist order came in 1952. But 
somewhere in these 12 and one-half years the 
company changed its advertising, and now claims 
compliance. 

So here it is 1955, and nobody seems to know 
just why this case was permitted to drag on 
and on. Nor does the FTC explain the seven to 
10 years which elapsed in other cases against 
the makers of Camels, Old Golds and Lucky 
Strikes. : 

The public may wonder how much protection 
it has in an FTC action which first may be 
stalled for years and years and then dropped 
because of compliance long after the questioned 
advertising ran its course. But it is good to 
know that the FTC is winning its little victories, 
however long and meandering the road to Ther- 
mopylae.

Judging from his news conference 
comments, President. Eisenhower feels 
strongly that the main burden of re- 
vitalizing the nation’s public schools 
ought to be borne by state governments 
and local public school districts. 


He would confine the federal contri- 


, bution, except in the case of genuinely 


indigent communities, to a kind of pump 
priming. - Indeed, of the seven billion 
dollars of expenditure for school con- 
struction recommended in his program, 
only $1,120,000,000 would come from 
the Federal Treasury. 

A part of the President's preference 
for this limited federal participation 
stems, apparently, from a desire for 
economy. Most of the federal outlay— 
$900,000,000 earmarked for loans to 
state agencies—would be repaid in time, 
and with interest. 

But this is an economy only in a 
bookkeeping sense, and only from the 
federal point of view. Whether schools 
are built out of federal funds, state 
funds or local funds, American taxpay- 
ers are going to have to foot the bill. 

Because the Federal Government 
takes, in a sense, the first bite, and the 
largest bite, out of the taxpayer’s in- 
come, and because state and local sources 


. of tax revenue are narrowly limited, we 


think that the emergency burden in 
school- construction ought to be shoul- 
dered by the Federal Treasury.

President Eisenhower's school propo- 
sal has inducements for the varied 
educational needs of both the wealthier 
and the poorer states. The school dilem- 
ma is no longer confined to the latter. 

The school problem of the “have not” 
states has !ong been with us, federal 
aid there has been essential if the na- 
tion is not to be handicapped by large 
illiterate sections of population. The 
Eisenhower proposal provides grants-in- 
aid for such areas, 

But school districts in such a well-to- 
do state as Illinois—and even in such 
areas of concentrated taxable wealth 
as Cook county—have been increasingly 
curbed by debt limitations. 

Emergency federal aid has a bad 
habit of becoming permanent: And such 
reassurance as was offered by the Presi- 
dent's relatively modest proposals was 
offset by Democratic protests that his 
program was “too little and too late.” 

As the leading proponents of the 
theory of letting Uncle Sam pay for it, 
if possible, the Democratic majority is 
likely to alter and increase the White 
House proposals. Democratic leaders 
were especially vocal in urging larger 
direct federal grants. 

As educational needs soar ever high- 
er, a realistic approach to who pays and 
how is badly needed.

The key to the President’s program 
lies in the two sentences: “Fundamen- 
tally, the remedy (for shortage of school 
construction) lies with the states and 
their corümunities. But the present 
shortage requires immediate and effec- 


tive action that will produce results.” 


Whether his proposals will actually 
bring about “immediate and effective” 
action is a question; but we do agree 
with the President that the fundamental 
responsibility for education is primarily 
a local one and ought to remain so. 

The funds for federal aid are not 
manna from heaven; they come out of 
the pockets of citizens just as surely as 
if they were raised by local agencies. 
The difference is in distribution. 

When the school situation has become 
as bad as it has become throughout the 
nation it seems to us that the only prac- 
tical way to solve it is federal action.

The Administration approach already 
is under fire, of course, on Capitol Hill 
and from quarters eager to see the Fed- 
eral Government undertake a large pro- 
gram of direct spending for school con- 
struction. Legislation has been proposed 
both in the House and Senate to pro- 
vide direct and immediate aid. 

While this latter method might bring 
quicker results, ft would also increase 
the prospect of federal control of edu- 
eation and the danger of local abdica- 
tion of appropriate responsibility.

President Eisenhower's school-aid pro- 
gram is a burlesque of the Administra- 
tion’s domestic philosophy. It is full of 
platitudes about the need for federal 
help in meeting the nationwide school 
crisis; but the proposals outlined and 
the conditions set mean little real prog- 
ress in the foreseeable future. 

Moreover, the Administration’s aid 
formula decrees that states seeking help 
must in effect sign a “pauper oath” to 
get it.

HERE’S more room in a room 

when the corners are used. 

Look for them, and extra 
square feet and so much extra 
usefulness.are right there hid- 
ing in the corners—it’s all a mat- 
ter of design. 


The new furniture knows how 


to find corner space for you, as 
you see in two of the sketches 
above. A corner desk does the 
trick at top left. It, lets three 
roomy chests glide along the 
walls and around the corner 
without looking crowded at all. 
To realize how effective this is, 
imagine how three chests that 
must stand separately would 
look in the same space. 

A sofa that right-angles in a

corner does more than increase 
seating space. That can be a 
window wall in the sketch, or a 
huge window — the kind that 
makes furniture arrangement a 
problem, The sofa, gently curved 
as it is, looks good partly in 
front of the window, while a 
straight sofa could never be 
placed to use the same space. 
Some of the smartest ideas for 
corners must be plotted for the 
exact corner, rding to the 
exact number inches of wall 
on either side. The little kitchen 
corner at top right is one of 
these, but no do-it-yourself man 
worth his salt would find the 
plotting or installation difficult. 
A hanging shelf is easy enough 
to make and put up and all that

Wall Planks for New Interior 
Walls. 


OR a good many years when 
F. home owner wanted to re- 

surface a wall or put up a 
partition, he ran up against the 
interesting problem of ho 
a 4 ft. by 8 ft. sheet of dry w 
material into place. If he ha 
a strong friend this wasn't too 
bad a job but if he was doing 
the work himself, it was enough 
to discourage all but the most 
eager amateur. 

Well, today things are differ- 
ent because you can get ply- 
wood, gypsum board and pre- 
finished hardboard in nice easy 
to handle sizes — 16 in. or s0 
wide by 8 ft. or more in length. 


These are called panels and 
they are not only easy to handle 
but make a nice looking interior 
wall to boot. They can be ap- 
plied over existing walls, if the 
wall is solid, or over wall fram- 
ing after horizontal wood strips 
have been installed over the 
studding. 

Prefinished plywood panels, 
for example, can be fastened 
over existing walls with little 
metal nailing clips so that when 
the job is completed there isn’t 
a nail head in sight. 

Gypsum board or plaster 
board panels can be applied to 
existing walls with an adhesive 
which is applied to the panel 
and then the panel is pressed 
into position on the wall. The 
prefinished hardboard planks 
work about in this same fashion 
only here small clips sometimes 
are used to reinforce the job 
and keep the panels in line.

‘Measles Year' 


For St. Louis 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


N looking over the weekly re- 
ports of communicable dis- 


eases the other day it was 
obvious that St. Louis is in for 
a “measles year.” Since Jan. 1, 
198 cases have been reported as 
compared to 13 cases reported 
for the same period in 1954. 


Measles is a highly contagious 
disease and occurs in epidemic 
waves—in urban areas usually 
every other year. (The last St. 
Louis epidemic was in 1953, 
when 1146 cases and three 
deaths were recorded.) No other 
disease, except smallpox and 
influenza, spreads with such ra- 
pidity through a community.

BECAUSE it is so common it 
is too often thought of as 
“nothing serious” or “only the 
measles.” However, the disease 
can be very dangerous in young 
children — 70 per cent of all 
measles deaths occur in the first 
three years of life and 90 per 
cent in the first five years. 


Measles is usually brought into 
the home by the school age 
child who in turn infects his 
younger brothers and sisters. 
Measles begins with the “snif- 
fles“ and because the rash does 
not appear until two or three 
days later it is often mistaken 
for @ cold. By the time the true 
diagnosis is made all susceptible
